“IT should like to see those op- 
posed to the eighteenth amendment 
present their alternative and let the

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.-—~Disor- 


ders which grew out of a march 
on City Hall by unemployed work- 


ers, marshalled by Communists, 
resulted today in the injury of 
several policemen and bystanders 
and a number. of arrests when 
speakers exhorted the crowd to 
fight the police. 

The outbreak began after a 
delegation of 15 from the march- 
ers’ ranks returned from a meeting 
with Mayor Walker's secretary, 
Charles F. Kerrigan, at which 
they presented demands for relief 
of the jobless. 

Members of the delegation began 
addressing the mob and _ ignored 
police who sought to stop them. 
The listeners booed the police, 
then resorted to blows. Two 
mounted officers rode through the 
throng trying to break it up. 

Members of the crowd tried to 
pull the policemen from their 
mounts, two women were knocked 
down by a frightened horse and 
police and demonstrators were 
pushed against an iron fence and 
some of them slightly injured.

derson of Virginia, Monte M. Le- 
mann of New Orleans and Frank

“The commission thus comprises 
an able group of distinguished cit- 
izens of character and independ- 
ence of thought, representative of 
different sections of the country.

signed by 10 of the 11 members 
but individual opinions by each of 
the commissioners. 

The separate opinions are as 
much a part of the report as the 
general findings. 


Dry Slant to General Findings. 

These general] findings have a dry 
slant. In presenting them, the 
commission says it is against the 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 


ment; that it is opposed to the re- 
storation of the legalized saloon: 
that it is opposed to the Govern- 
ment’s entering into the liquor 
business; that it is opposed to the 
modification of the Volstead act so 
as to permit the sale of light wines 
and beer; that the co-operation of 
the states is essential to the en- 
forcement of the eighteenth 
amendment; that since 1927 there 
has been continued improvement in 
enforcement. 
Thus far, the report might have 
been written by the late Wayne B. 
Wheeler of the Anti-Saloon League. 
But the report is not dry. In the 
common meaning of the term, it is 
wet. Itis wringing wet. The deep- 
er one goes into the individual opin- 
ions of the commissioners, the wet- 
ter it becomes. 
The dryest spot in the whole re- 
port is the separate opinion of the 
chairman, George W. Wickersham 
—and even this is not wholly dry. 
It is a strange fact that when Wick- 
ersham was appointed on the com- 
mission, he was generally regarded 
as one of the two or three members 
most likely to advocate a change in 
the present system. 

Individual Conclusions Wet. 
In its entirety, the report is an 
amazing document. One marvels 
at the mental agility which per- 
mitted 10 members of the com- 
mission to sign the recommenda- 
tions above outlined, and yet at- 
tach their names to the appended 
individual opinions. The saving 
clause is found in the last para- 
graph of the summary of recom- 


of the “difference of views” among 
the members as to some of the 
conclusions stated. 

“The report is signed,” the com- 
mission adda, “subject to individual 
reservation of the right to express 
these individual views in separate

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—‘It is 
gafe to say,”’ says the Wickersham 
Jaw-enforcement commission, deal- 
ing with facts its investigations dis- 
closed, “that a significant change 
has taken place in the social atti- 
tude toward drinking....It-is evi- 
dent that taking the country as a 
whole, people of wealth, business 
men and professional men, and 
their families are drinking in large 
numbers in quite frank disregard 
of the declared policy of the nation- 
Bl prohibition act.” 

Turning to the sources of illicit 
liquor, the commission asserts that 
“importation is chiefly from Can- 
ada, both directly and indirectly.” 
It touches also on rum from the 
West Indies, brandy from France 
and gin from Holland. 

The diversion of industrial alco- 


hol, the report says, presents a 
“grave danger” in certain phases, 
adding: 


“Much as the present situation 
is an improvement upon the bad 
_conditions of some years ago, it is 
still far from satisfactory from the 
<Standpoint of prohibition. There 
“are too many opportunities for 
, leaks." 

Illicit Distilling Chief Source. 

Nevertheless, the commission 

, Says, “illicit distilling has become 
‘for the time being the chief source 
‘of supply. 
' “In place of the small stil! op- 
_@rated by the individual moon- 
‘shiner, there are plants of a ca- 
_Pacity fairly comparable. to the 
Oldtime lawful distillery. ... 

“The business of maintaining 
, and operating them is well organ- 
sized, has found how to shift loca- 
_tions§ systematically, and has 
learned to caiculate for seizures 
and destruction of stills part of 

the overhead. The employes are 
,assured of counsel in case of pros- 
‘ecution. If convicted, their fines 
are paid for them. If imprisoned, 
‘their families are é¢ared for and 
they are re-employed on release.” 

The commission concludes that 
as a consequence of this “high de- 
velopment of illicit distilling,” a 
“steady volume of whisky, much 
of it of good quality, is put In cir- 
culation.” 

It adds that the “prices at which 
it is obtainable are a convincing 
testimony to the ineffectiveness of 
enforcement against this source of 
supply.” 

Wine and Beer Anomaly. 

As for the making of wine and 
beer in the home, the commission 
concludes that “necessity seems to 
compel the virtual abandonment of 
efforts for effective enforcement at 
this point,” addinz, however, that 
“this is done at the price of nulli- 
fication to that extent.” <A recom- 
mendation is made for: 

“Removal of the anomalous pro- 
visions in section 29, national pro- 
hibition act, as to cider and fruit 
juices, by making some uniform 
provision for a fixed alcoholic con- 
tent.”

Congress Could Continue Absolute Prohibition or Put Issue Up to States or Adopt Any System of Control—National 
Commission to Manufacture, Distribute and Sell Alcoholic Drink to Similar State Agencies Under 


e Regulation Is Recommended. 


The powers of the commission 
as to the regulation and con- 
tro] of the traffic indicated and 
of the agencies created for the 
purposes thereof should be 
fully as complete as those of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission over railroads and 
should in every respect be ade- 
quate for the purposes of the 
plan. 

That Congress should create 
@ national corporation for the 
purposes of the plan, all of the 
stock of which should be pri- 
vately owned, or in its discre- 
tion a number of such corpora- 
tions, such as one for each ju- 
Gicial circuit. . . « « 

It should be vested with the 
exclusive right and power (to 
be exercised under the control 
and regulations of the National 
Commission) of manufacture, 
importation, exportation and 
transportation in interestate 
commerce, and of sale as and 
to the extent hereafter stated, 
of all alcoholic liquors for bev- 
erage, as well as for medicinal 
and sacramental purposes in, 
within or from the territory of 
the United States or subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof. ....

The prices 
should be based primarily upon 
and scaled upward on the basis 
of alcoholic content—the lower 
prices On low alcoholic content 
liquors such as light wine and 
beer, and the highest prices 
practicable on high alcoholic 
content liquors, such as whis- 
kies and brandies. 

The prices should be such as, 
on the one hand, to limit the 
use, and, on the other hand, 
not high enough to permit the 
illegal traffic in or sale of such 
liquors.... The price should 
be as nearly uniform as possi- 
ble throughout the country. 


The national corporation 
should sell and transport only 
to State agencies created for 
the purposes of local distri- 
bution and sale within the 
State. 


This would be entirely op- 
tional with the State. If any 
State desired to establish or 
continue prohibition it could do 
so. In that event it would have 
to enforce its own law within 
the State, but would be pro- 
tected by the Federal Govern- 
ment from any supply from 
outside. If a State elerted to 
go into the national system it 
would create a State commis- 
sion and a State corporation 
similar in character and struc- 
ture to the national agencics 
discussed, with similar powers 
and functions within the State. 
The state agencies would have 
to conform in general outline 
to a plan prescribed by the na- 
tional commission in order. to 
insure uniformity throughout 
the country as to matters of 
general consequence, but as to 
local questions they would be 
subject entirely to State control 
and could easily be adapted to 
the varied social and economic 
conditions; within the State. 


Matters of ptice, return and

The amount of wine and beer

with a view to limiting the use 
and preventing purchases for 
illegitimate purposes, ... 

Upon conviction for violation 
of the law, for drunkenness or 
other cause provided by law, 
the book should be canceled for 
such time as might be pre- 
scribed. All state and national 
regulations should seek to re- 
strict sales and use as far as 
may be done, without leaving a 
possible demand which could be 
supplied at a profit by boot- 
leggers. ... No advertisement 
of alcoholic liquors or solicita- 
tions of purchasers should be 
permitted. 

The excess revenues from the 
operations of the national cor- 
poration would go into the Fed- 
eral Treasury, and thosé from 
the operations of the state cor- 
poration and its branches would 
go into the State Treasury. 
These revenues, which now go 
entirely to the lawless and 
criminal classes, would wun- 
doubtedly be very large. They 
would be subject to disposition 
by Congress and the State Leg- 
islatures respectively.

Comstock, Frank J. Loesch and 
Dean Roscoe Pound, are for imme- 
diate revision of the amendment:

new enforcement organization in 
the Department of Justice. 

Kenyon suggests also a referen- 
dum to test the feeling of the peo- 
ple on repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment.

man Wickersham, is the only mem- 
ber who comes at all close to the 
ardently dry position.

views with a ring of finality. He 
ends his personal statement with a 
hestitant double negative: “I am 
not convinced that the present sys- 
tem may not be the best obtainable, 
and that any substitute for it would 
not lead to the unrestricted flow of. 
intoxicating liquor.” 


Anderson’s Regulation Pian. 


Anderson, one of the four favor- 
ing immediate revision of the 
amendment, sets out an elaborate 
plan, printed elsewhere in this is- 
sue, for the creation by Congress 
of a bipartisan national commis- 
sion on liquor control, which would 
have the power under Congress to 
regulate the manufacture and sala 
of liquor by a privately owned na- 
tional corporation or a series of 
corporations. 

Five other members of the com- 
mission, Kenyon, Loesch, Mackin- 
tosh, McCormick and Pound, rec- 
ommend this plan for considera- 
tion, the indorsements of Kenyon 
and McCormick being subject to 
their recommendation that the 
present law be given a further trial 
before a change be undertaken, 
Thus there are six members of 
the commission who are so far out 


of line with extreme prohibition 


looking to a radical change in the 
present system. Add to these the 
two for immediate repeal of the 
amendment, Baker and Lemann, 
and add also Miss Comstock, who 
comes out for immediate revision, 
and we have a total of nine who 
present concrete revision plans for 
the present or future. The two 
Outside of this classification are 
Wickersham and Grubb. 

The one member of the commis- 
sion who did not sign the main 
body of the report, but expressed 
himself éxclusively in his separate 
opinion, was.the New Orleans law 
professor, Lemann. 


Concessions to the Wets. 

Dismissing, for the moment, the 
variegated opinions of the 11 com- 
missioners, and going back to the 
main body of the report, we find 
that even here there are certain 
important concessions to the wet 
point of view. 

For one thing, the commission 
aligns itself with the American 
Medical Association for the aboli- 
tion of the limit on doctors’ pre- 
scriptions of liquor. For another 
thing, it says there should be a 
uniform provision as to cider and 
fruit juices. It says, in effect, that 
there should not be one law for 
the farmer's cider and another for 
the city man’s home-made béer._ .” 
The specific recommendation on 
this point is that an “anomalous” 
condition be cured by “some uni- 
form provision for a fixed alcoholic 
content.” 

With regard to the whole subject 
of liquor production at home, the

“Home distilling has gone on 
from the inception of prohibition,” 
it declfted. “Few things are more 
easily made than alcohol. The 
product is of poor quality, but it 
is cheap. The bad effects of such 
operations, carried on in the honie, 
ere self evident.” 
Nevertheless, the commission is 
of the opinion that enforcemert 
which involves the invesion of 
homes arouses such resentment, 
and is so repugnant to American 
tradition, that ‘“‘necessity seems to 
compel virtual abandonment of ef- 
forts for effective enforcement at 
that point, but it must be recog- 
nized that this is done at the price 
of nullification.”

‘It makes recommendations as 
to Federal administrative methods 
and certain secondary legislation 
for further increase of personnel, 
new classification of offenses, re- 
lief of the courts, and amendments 
to the national prohibition act 
clarifying the law and eliminating 
irritations which arise under it. 

“Some of these recommendations 
have been enacted by the Congress 
or are already in course of legisla- 
tion. 

“T commend these suggestions to 
the attention of the Congress at an 
appropriate time. 

“The commission, by a large ma- 
jority, does not favor the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment as a 
method of cure for the inherent 
abuses of the liquor traffic. 

“TI am in accord with this view. 

“Tl am in unity with the spirit 
of the report in seeking construc- 
tive steps to advance the national 
ideal of eradication of the social 
and economic and political evils of 
this traffic to preserve the gains 
which have been made and to 
eliminate the abuses which exist, 
at the same time facing with an 
mind the difficulties which 
have arisen under this. experiment. 

Sees ObjectiOn to Revision. 

“T do, however, see serious ob- 
jections to, and therefore must not 
be understood as recommending the | 
commission's proposed revision of 
the eighteenth amendment which 
is suggested by them for possible 
consideration at some future time 
if the continued effort at enforce- 
ment should not prove successful. 
My own duty and that of all execu- 
tive officials is clear—to enforce 
the law with all the means at our 
disposal without equivocation or 
reservation.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 20.—

Wrinkling her forehead and 
phrasing her answers cautiously, 
Miss de Boe said Miss Bow had 
only $30,000 when she became 
Clara’s secretary in January, 1929. 
Her testimony followed a futile at- 
tempt by the State to learn who 
gave birthday presents to Alfred 
Mathis, admirer of Miss de Boe. 

Turning the witness over to her 
attorney, Nathan Freedman, the 
State closed its cross-examination 
and Freedman started a brief re- 
view of what she told the grand 
jury last November. 

‘How much money did Miss Bow 
have in her trust fund when you 
came to her?” Freedman asked. 
“She had only $30,000,” the witness 
replied. 

“and how much did she have 
when you left last November?” 
“She had $227,000 in it.” 

“and did you have anything to 
do with that?” “I made it so that 
she could not touch the fund and 
withdraw from it.” 

The continued absence of Miss 
Bow from the courtroom because 
of a cold proved no deterrent to a 
crowd which waited patiently out- 
side the doors. School girls, men 
and women, old and young, lined 
the corridors.

BBER KILLED, 
THREE CAPTURE 
N POLIGE TRA

HAMMOND, Ind.,: Jan. 20.—One 
robber was killed and three others 
were captured today when they at- 
tempted to hold up a bank money 
truck en route to Chicago. 

Hammond police, notified in 
advance of the intended robbery, 
sent the money truck out loaded 
with worthless paper and escorted 
by three squad cars. The prisoners 
were taken without firing a shot, 
and the fourth man, driving alone | 
in a second car, was killed after 
a 20-block chase. 

The truck started out from the 
First Trust & Savings Bank of 
Hammond, supposedly with its 
daily shipment of $50,000 or $60, - 
Chicago. Half a _ block 
ahead of it drove one police car.

R COMMUNISTS 
LTO PAY FINES 
IN WORKHOUSE 


Agitators to Serve 183 Days 
to Work Out $550 Penal- 
ties, Unless Financial 
Aid Is Provided. | 


Two women and two men, Com- 
munist members of the “Unem- 
ployed Council of St. Louis,” were 
taken to the City Workhouse today 
in default of payment of Police 
Court fines which resulted from 
their arrest Friday when police 
used tear gas bombs to break up’ 
a demonstration at City Hall. 

Each of the four had been fined 
$550.for general disturbance of the 
peace and resisting an officer by 
Police Judge Blaine, who warned 
them, “If you don’t stop this sort 
of thing, there will be red-blooded 
American citizens who will rise up 
and march you east until your hats 
float.” 

Although the pMprisoners§ an- 


nounced they wouid appeal, the 
necessary bonds were not  pro- 
duced, and they spent the night in 
the Police Headquarters holdover. 
Today. when no bondsman had ap- 
peared, they were moved to the 
Workhouse in the customary man-| 
ner, 
Two Men Handcuffed. 

Boris Stevens, 314 North Chan- 
ning avenue, and John C. Peer, 803 
Cass avenue, were handcuffed in 
a chain of prisoners, Yetta Becker, 
4226A Evans avenue, and Esther 
Barron, 1243 North Garrison ave- 
nue, were permitted to ride un- 
manacled in the patrol. 


When the patrol wagon reiurned 
to headquarters, a policeman relat- 
ed that the four Communists sang 
“some Bolshevik song” in loud 
voices throughout the journey. 

Unless appeals are perfected or 
the fines are paid, the four Com- 
munists will be required to serve 
out their fines at the rate of $3 a 
day, a rate fixed by the City Char- 
ter which provides a maximum 
term of 100 days for each offense.

AHtleged peculiarities of Walter 


Cerre Taylor,-president of thé Mel- 


lier Drug Co., who died July 17, 
1929, are related in depositions 
filed im Circuit Court in the suit 
to set aside his will, The suit was 
filed by his sister, Countess There- 
sa de Noue of Paris, to whom was 
left $1000 of his $400,000 estate, 
She charges he was not of sound 
mind when the will was drawn less 
than a year before his death and 
that he was unduly influenced. 

Witmesses related that Taylor ex- 
hibited a fondness for collecting 
china dogs and other similar ar- 
ticles which he thought were vul- 
uable; also that he would sing in 
the night when he was supposed 
to be asleep, that he smoked cig- 
arettes excessively and set fire to 
his bed, and prayed to some article 
he had in a bottle. 

Among the deponents were Mrs. 
Mary Cawein, his housekeeper, 
Benoist Carton, 4438 Westminster 
place, who said he was Taylor's 
friend and hunting companion; 
Isaac T, Cook, realty operator, also 
a friend; Miss Ida Mellier, 4928 
West Pine boulevard, a niece, who 
under the will is entitled to ap- 
proximately $6000 a year; and her 
sister, Miss Margaret Mellier, also 
a beneficiary. The nieces denied 
that their uncle was mentally ab- 
normal. “He had a normal and 
brilliant mind and he was always 
thoughtful and generous,” Miss Ida 
Mellier said. 

Collection of China Dogs. 

Miss Mellier explained it was 
she who started him to collecting 
china dogs asa hobby. “I thought 
of that,’’ she said, “because I arn 
interested in collecting antiques 
myself. I used to buy interesting 
dogs for him and he became quite 
enthusiastic about it and even 
ordered specimens from England.” 
She admitted she knew there was 
ill-feeling between Taylor and his 
sister as a result of an investment 
the Countess made in Wagner 
Electric stock. It appears. the 


Countess made a profit of $30,000 


but sold against her brother's 
advice, and consequently he in- 
formed her he would-not give her 
any more advice. 

In Carton'’s ‘testimony it is. re- 
lated Taylor became so irritable 
fon account of asthma and in- 
somnia from ‘which he suffered 
that he gradually drew away from 
his friends, particularly those with 
whom he played bridge at the 
Racquet Club. “He would criticise 
their playing if it didn’t fit in with 
his ideas fund he was rather open 
about it,”” Carton stated. 

“Haven't you found that to be 
characteristic of ‘bridge players?” 
J. M. Blayney of counsel for de- 
fense asked. 

“Well, some criticism does go on 
in bridge but not to the extent he 
carried it—losing his friends on 
that account,” the witness replied.

Bragged About Dogs. 

“Do you recall anything he said 
to indicate he wasn’t in possession 
of his mental faculties?” the wit- 
ness was asked. 

“Nothing he said except about 
those cursed dogs he used to brag 
about,” answered Carton. “He 
was buying them by the dozen all 
over the country and he should 
have known antiques don’t come 
that way.” 

Cook also told about the dogs, 
declaring Taylor talked about them 
as if they were individuals.

JOBLESS RAID GROCERY 
AT OKLAHOMA GITY 


{000 Persons Seize Food Three 
Blocks’ From City Hall—50 
Arrests Made. 


By the Associated Press. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Jan. 20. 


—About a thousand unemployed 
persons raided a grocery within 
three blocks of the City Hall here 


today and seized food. A hundred 
policemen and many other city 
and county officers took charge of 
the situation and made more than 
50°*arrests. Seven or eight women 
participated in the raid. 

The disturbance occurred after a 
delegation visited City Manager 
E. M. Fry at the City Hall and 
demanded that he furnish food for 
the unemployed. Fry promised to 
aid the men. The raid occurred a 
few minutes later. 

A committee representing the 
“army of unenrployed” recently vis- 
ited Fry with demands that the 
city furnish sleeping quarters in 
vacant store buildings for men out 
of work. They also demanded that 
jobs be furnished and declared they 
were not looking for charity. 

Official and unofficial relief 
agencies are meeting the needs of 
families and persons without jobs 
or food but the "army of unem- 
ployed” has maintained its organi- 
zation within the last few weeks. 

H. A. Shaw, store manager, re- 
ported to police that a leader told 
him: “These men and women are 
hungry and we are after food,” 

By that time the store was 
filled. Shaw shouted that he 
would supply food if the crowd 
would leave the store and send a 
committee to him, 

“It is too late to try to bargain 
with us now,” came a reply, and 
the men began stuffing their 
pockets with foodstuffs. 

About half the demonstrators 
were Negroes. Several of the 
crowd attempted to leap over the 
meat counter but were prevented 
by the butcher, who brandished a 
large carving knife. 

Tear gas bombs were used by 
police to disperse the crowd oul- 
side the store.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Here are the individual views of the 


members of the Wickersham law enforcement commission: 


GEO. W. WICKERSHAM, 
Chairman, of New York: 


“7 have signed the report of 
the commission, although, as is 
probably inevitable when 11 people 


of different antecedents and tem- 
peraments endeavor to agree upon. 
a contentious subject, it is more 
or less of a compromise of vary- 
ing opinions. . . «+ - 

“T cannot believe that an experi- 
ment of such far-reaching and 
momentous consequence as this of 
national prohibition should be 
abandoned after seven years of 
such imperfect enforcement and 
only three years of reorganization 
and effort to repair the mistakes 
of the earlier period. 

“The older generation very 
largely has forgotten and the 
young never knew the evils of the 
saloon and the corroding influence 
upon politics, both local and na- 
tional, of the organized liquor in- 
terests. But the tradition of that 
rottenness still lingers, even in the 
minds of the bitterest opponents 
of the prohibition law, substan- 
tially all of whom assert that the 
licensed saloon must never again 
be restored, 

“It is because I see no escape 
from its return in any of the prac- 
ticable alternatives to prohibition, 
that I unite with my colleagues in 
agreement that the eighteenth 
amendment must not be repealed 
and, differing with some of them, 
I have been forceA to conclude that 
a further trial should be made of 
the enforceability of the eighteenth 
amendment under the present or- 
ganization, with the help of the 
recommended improvements. .. . 

“T think that if a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution 
simply repealing the eighteenth, 
amendment, were to be passed by 
the requisite majorities in both 
houses of Congress and submitted 
to the states, to be considered by 
conventions called for the purpose 
in each state, the delegates to be 
chosen in an off year and the con- 
ventions to be held in a year when 
there is no presidential election, 
we should have intelligent discus- 
sions of the question and a result 
which would reflect the sober, in- 
formed and deliberate opinion of 
the people. Such a _ procedure 
might remove the issue from party 
politics.” 


NEWTON OD. _ BAKER, 
Attorney, Cleveland: 


“In my opinion the eighteenth 
amendment should be repealed and 
the whole question of policy and 
enforcement with regard to intoxi- 
cating liquors remitted to the 
States, 

“If, for practical reasons, imme- 
diate repeal be thought unattain- 
able, a submission of the amend- 
ment suggested in the report of the 
commission would test the present 
sentiment of the country and, if 
the amendment were adopted, 
would -accomplish the double re- 
sult of removing an arbitrary and 
inflexible police regulation from 
the Constitution, where it seems to 
me it should never have been put, 
and of giving Congress the power 
to adopt Federal legislation on the 
subject, from time to time, to the 
realities of the situation as they 
imay develop. 

“I have signed the report of the 
commission because it is a fair 
finding of the facts disclosed to us 
by such evidence as was available, 
and because it is clear that so long 
as the Constitution and law re- 
main as they now are, the recom- 
mendations of the report should 
be Carried out to aid the executive, 
charged with the duty of enforce- 
ment. 

“The efforts now being made 
to enforce the law are sincere and 
intelligent and aided and supple- 
mented, as recommended in the 
report, a higher degree of effec- 
tiveness will be certain to follow, 
but in my opinion the problem is 
insoluble so long as it is permitted 
to require a nationwide Federa} 
enforcement of a police regulation, 
at variance with the settled habits 
and beliefs of so large a part of 
our people,” 


MONTE M. LEMANN, 
Attorney, New Orleans: 


Lemann said he saw no alterna- 
tive but repeal of the amendment. 
But, he added, since he saw no 
hope for repeal by constitutional 
methods, “it seems to me to be the 
duty of Congress to make reason- 
able efforts to enforce it, however 
grave the doubts as to ultimate 
success, . 

He concurred in as, 
tions for increase of \personnel in 
the various branches/of enforce- 
ment. - 

Lemann held, alsé, that consist- 
ency demanded that fruit juices 
and cider be put on the same basis 
as intoxicating liquors, and that 
several other changes should be 
made with regard to industrial al- 
cohol and medicinal liquor. 


He found evils attached to Fed- 
eral dispensary syetems and pro- 
posed that if a Government control 
experiment ‘were to be made it 
should be done by the individual 
states rather than the Federai 
Government. He said enforcement 
“is and always has been inade- 
guate” but that enforcement ma- 
ehinery might without dispropor- 

, expense be made adequate 


to cope with industrial alcohol and 
smuggling. 

Breaking up the operation of 
stills, the manufacture of home 
brew, beer and wine, and their dis- 
tribution, he said, would require 
“many thousands .of enforcement 
officers.” 


HENRY. W. ANDERSON, 
Attorney, Richmond, Va.: 


Anderson, in urging revision of 
the eighteenth amendment to per- 
mit Government-controlled sales 
of liquor, said he regretted he 
could not concur in the view that 
the existing system should be given | 
a further trial. 

He said the abolition of the sa- 
loon was the greatest step ever 
taken in this country looking to 


control of liquor but that “we are 
in grave danger of losing all that 
has been gained.” 
He added that the effort to make 
all the people total abstainers ran 
counter to fundamental social and 
economie principles that “are be- 
yond the control of government.” 
“The fruitless efforts at enforce- 
ment are creating public disregard 
not only for this law but for all 
laws,” he said. “Public corruption 
through the purchase of official 
protection for this illegal traffic is 
widespread and notorious.” 
Anderson said that the enormous 
revenues, “estimated at from $2,- 
000,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 per 
annum,” gave criminals weapons 
which enabled them not only to 
continue their business but to or- 
ganize and develop “‘other lines of 
criminal activity to an extent which 
threatens social and economic se- 
curity.” 
The country is growing restive 
under such conditions, he said, and 
the situation demands some defi- 
nite and constructive relief, 
“Confidence in the integrity and 
capacity of Government is shaken,” 
he said. “It is no time for tam- 
pering with this problem. A defi- 
nite solution is demanded.” 


FRANK J. LOESCH, At- 
torney, of Chicago: 


Loesch urged revision, but not 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 


ment. He said a “strong reason” |- 


why he favored immediate steps 
toward revision was in order to de- 
stroy “the murderous, criminal or- 
ganizations flourishing over the 
country upon the enormous profits 
made in bootleg liquor traffic.” 

He said gangsters had grown 

audacious because of their long 
immunity from prosecution and did 
not hesitate to seek to make bar- 
gains with law enforcing officers, 
or even with judges. 
“Those organizations of murder- 
ers and arch criminals can only be 
destroyed when their bootleg 
liquor profits are taken from 
them,” he said. “So long as the 
eighteenth amendment remains in 
its present rigid form the nation, 
the states, the municipalities, the 
individual citizen are helpless to 
get out of reach of their poisonous 
breaths and slimy tenacles. 

“If not soon crushed those crim- 
inal organizations may become as 
they are now seeking to become, 
super-governments and so beyond 
the reach of the ordinary processes 
of law.”’ 


ROSCOE POUND, Dean 
of Harvard Law School: 


“As I interpret the evidence be- 
fore us, it established certain def- 
inite economic and social gains 
following national prohibition, But 
it established quite as clearly that 
these gains have come from clos- 
ing saloons rather than from the 
more ambitious program of com- 
plete and immediate universal total 
abstinence to be enforced concur- 
rently by nation and state. Thus 
the task is to conserve the gains 
while finding out how to eliminate 
the abuses and bad results which 
have developed in the past decade. 
“While making enforcement as 
effective as we may, so long as the 
amendment as it is remains the 
supreme law of the land, we 
should be at work to enable the 
fundamental difficulties to be 
reached. This, it seems clear, can 
only be done by a revision of the 
amendment. It can be doné only 
by so redrawing the amendment 
as, on the one hand, to preserve 
Federal control and a check upon 
bringing back of the saloon any- 
where, and, on the other hand, al- 
low of an effective control adapted 
to local conditions in places where, 
as things are atleast, it is futile 
to seek a‘ national enforced gen- 
eral total abstinence. 

“Federal control of what had 
become a nationwide traffic, and 
abolition of the saloon are great 
steps forward which ‘should be 
maintained. . . . «+ 

“It requires an unwarranted lack 
of faith in American political in- 
genuity to assume that no such 
forms of control may be worked 
out. Mr. Anderson has proposed 
a well thought-out plan, based on 
study of systems of liquor control 
and their Operation. His plan de- 
serves careful consideration as to 
the best and most complete which 
has been brought to our attention. 
This or some like plan for adapt- 


ing national control to local condi- 
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brought before the Commission has 
convinced me that adequate en- 
forcement of the . eighteenth) 
amendment and the national pro- 
hibition act is impossible without 
the support of a much larger pro- 
portion of our population than it 
now commands, 

“Moreover, the conditions which 
exist today in respect to enforce- 
ment and which, in my opinion, 
can be modified only slightly by 
‘improvements in administration, , 
tend to undermine not only respect 
for law but more fundamental 
conceptions of personal integrity 
and decency, 

“For these reasons, I am one of 
the members of the Commission 
who favor an immediate attempt 
at change. As I still hope that 
Federal regulation of the liquor 
traffic may prove more effective 
than that of the states, I favor 
revision of the amendment rather 
than its repeal.” 


WILLIAM S. KENYON, U. 
S. Circuit Judge, lowa: : 


Judge Kenyon favored a further 
trial of the dry laws and if they 


were demonstrated a failure, a 
modification of the eighteenth 
amendment and placing the power 
in Congress to deal fully with the 
subject. 

. “In the meantime, the feeling of 
the people on the subject should be 
registered on repeal of the eight-' 
eenth amendment in the manner 
suggested herein,” he said, 

His plan for a referendum called 
for the proposal of an amendment 
to the Constitution to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment and the pro- 
vision by Congress that it be rati- 
fied by State conventions, to which 
delegates would be elected, 

Judge Kenyon argued that prohi- 
bition had never had a fair trial. 
He enumerated as reasons that en- 
forcement first was in the hands of 
the Treasury, “skilled in finance, 
but not in law enforcement;” the 
part politics played before enforce- 
ment bureau appointments were put 
under civil service, and corruption 
which he said permitted speakeasies 
to operate and other traffie in 
liquor. 

Public sentiment against the laws 
had been stimulated, he said, by 
abuses of search and seizure 
processes and the entrapment of 
witnesses Present methods, he ar- 
gued, would tend to alleviate some 
of this irritation, 


KENNETH MACKIN- 
| TOSH, Former Chief 
Justice, Washington State 
Supreme Court; 


“It is not te be wondered at 
that failure marked the first years 
of the effort to enforce the eight- 
eenth amendment by inefficient 
and violent means, with an inex- 
perienced personnel suffering from 
political and other interference and 
by attempting to exceed the scope 
of practical Federal authority. 

“Since the introduction of civil 
service and especially since the 
transfer of enforcement to the De- 
partment of Justice and the plac- 
ing of it under the direction of 
intelligent and earnest officials, 
substantial progress has been made 
in some respects. 

“And while the majority of this 
commission think that even with 
further increase and raising of 
standards in personnel and added 
equipment reasonably satisfactory 
enforcement can not be attained 
in view of the opposition thereto 
in the populous centers of the 
country, and that the eighteenth 
amendment therefore can not be- 
come nationally effective, yet those 
holding this view recognize that 
some time must elapse-before any 
revision of the amendment can take 
place and agree that during such 
time every effort should be made 
to secure such enforcement as is 
possible, 

“If general public’sentiment can 
be aroused throughout the nation 
for prohibition the law can be en- 
forced as well as any other police 
law. This is a “consummation de- 
voutedly to be wished” and worked 
for. But if unattainable, nullifica- 
tion can not be tolerated, if we are 
to continue to have constitutional 
government. Such a condition 
means not government but chaos. 

“If such further effort is not pro- 
ductive of reasonable enforcement 
and observance and private and 
state co-operation, the revision of 
the eighteenth amendment should 
take the form of making it more 
flexible so that there can rest in 
the Congress the power to meet 
changing conditions and differing 
situations in different localities. 

“The bartender has given place 
to the bootlegger, and the latter, 
with more cunning and cash than 
the former had, must not be al- 
lowed to succeed by reason of so- 
ciety confining itself to but one in- 
flexible way to thwart him. If the 
Constitution made it possible to 
deprive the bootlegger of his prof- 
its and to promote the doctrine of 
temperance the possibility for na- 
tion-wide prohibition would be 
rendered a reasonable actuality 

“Mr. Anderson has presented in 
hig statement a plan for control 
under the proposed revision of the 
amendment, which is the result of 
careful and scientific thought and 
seems to meet the necessities of 
the situation more adequately than 
any other that has been so far 
suggested.

“The outstanding achievement of 
the eighteenth amendment has 
been the abolition of the legalized 
open saloon in the United States. 
Social and economic benefits to 
the people have resulted and it is 
this proved gain m our social or- 
ganization that has justified the 
experiment of national prohibition. 

“T am unable to find that there 
has been any further general moral 


improvement shown. It has been 
so cjearly established that con- 
temporaneously with national pro- 
hibition there has been developed 
such a widespread spirit of law- 
lessness, hypocrisy and unpreced- 
ented disrespect for authority that 
in fairness and candor it must be 
stated that in the final analysis of 


moral improvement can be cred- 
ited to prohibition. Nevertheless, 
the gain should not be jeopardized 
until it has been demonstrated 
after the fairest possible trial that 
the experiment is ye and 
has proved to be a f . 

“Tne ¢vidence has raised the 
doubt in my mind as to whether 
the enforceability of this law has 
been conclusively determined. 

“My study of the systems of 
liquor control in other countties 
and of plans that have been sub- 
mitted to the Commission to sup- 
plant present conditions in the 
United States leaves me in doubt 
as to whether any of them would 
be adaptable to our diversified, 
populous and extensive nation or 
to the heterogeneous aspect of its 
people. The plan developed by 
Mr. Anderson and presented in his 
statement seems to me to be the 
best, and if after further trial pro- 
hibition-is not enforceable I should 
favor serious consideration of this 
system. I believe that the experi- 
ence in one of the states of the 
dispensary ‘system has demon- 
strated the insufficiency of such a 
solution as a national institution. 

“Absolute repeal is unwise. It 
would in my epinion reopen the 
saloon. This would be a Dback- 
ward step that I hope will never 
be takeh by the United States. The 
oper saloon is the greatest enemy 
of temperance and has been a 
chief cause of much -poltical cor- 
ruption throughout the country in 
the past. These conditions should 
never be revived. 

“It is my belief that a solution 
of this vexatious problem would 
be accelerated by ascertaining the 
majority sentiment of our citizenry 
upon the desirability of prohibition 
as a national policy. This public 
attitude has never been directly 
expressed through legal processes. 
It could be learned by direct sub- 
mission of the repeal. of the 
eighteenth amendment through 
state conventions and under Article 
V of the Constitution £ favor and 
recommend such action. The sub- 
mission processes should be ar- 
ranged and timed so as to avoid 
confusing the prohibition question 
with party or other issues or cam- 
paigns.” 

WILLIAM I. GRUBB, U. 
S. District Judge, Alabama: 

“My reasons for thinking that 
prohibition under the anrendment 
is entitled to a further trial are 
twofold,” he said. ‘The first is 
that it is an experiment which has 
not been completed, and has not 
yet had a fair trial, and the second 
is that no. satisfactory substitute 
for it hag been presented or shown 
to exist.’’ 

He agreed that law enforcement 
and observance were not adequate 
or satisfactory “and do not war- 
rant its continuance unless a 
change is probable within a rea- 
sonable time.” | 

“Improvement in the machinery 
alone will not accomplish satisfac. 
tory enforcement,” he said. “It 
will require also a favorable change 
in the attitude of the public to- 
ward the law. Voluntary observ- 
ance of a law of this nature is 
essential. So long as the majority 
of the people do not observe it, the 
law is powerless to enforce it.” 

“So long as improvement con- 
tinues, the experiment can not be 
considered completed, and should 
not be abandoned.”

Roy C. Anthony on Stand 
Says He Bought Machine 
Honestly, Paying $50 
Down to Gordon Hoyer. 


Roy C. Anthony, suspended Fed- 
eral Prohibition Agent, on trial in 
Circuit Judge Green's court for re- 
ceiving stolen property in connec- 
tion with the theft of an automo- 
bile which was found in his pos- 
session, testified today that he 
bought the car honestly and denied 


\that HB ever negotiated to buy a 


stolen one. 
He denied that he had any deal- 
ings with Claude McMahon, 1é6- 
year-old ward of the Juvenile 
Court, who stole the car Ang. 3, 
and that McMahon and Gordon 
Hoyer, self-styled “an informer, a 
steol-pigeon or anything you want 
to call it,” brought the car to the 
Federal Building for his inspection 
Aug. 9. 
He declared he bought the car 
Aug. 17 from Hoyer, who repre- 
sented that it bélonged to his fa- 
ther, who had died. Anthony said 
he paid $50 down and agreed to 
pay $100 more when Hoyer deliv- 
ered the title. 
Three Agents Testify. 

Character witnesses included the 
Probate Judge, City Marshal and a 
former Sheriff of Callaway County, 
Missouri, where Anthony was for- 
merly Collector. Anthony testified 
he formerly operated filling sta- 
tions and a garage at Fulton. 

Three prohibition agents testi- 
fied for Anthony, describing his 
movements Aug. 9. One agent in- 
troduced his daily report, showing 
that he and Anthony were occupied 
most of the day Visiting saloons. 

Tells of Arranging Theft. 

Hoyer testified yesterday that 
he arranged for the theft of the 
automobile by McMahon and for 
subsequent inspection and delivery 
to Anthony, who also wanted Hoyer 
“to get him a siren off a police 
car.” 

McMahon testified that on Aug. 
8 he stole an unlocked Ford in 
front of the-American Theater and 
exhibited it the next day to Hoyer 
and Anthony in front of the Fed- 
eral Building. 


stand and.testified glibly that he 
and Anthony, working together out 
of the local dry office, had dis- 
cussed the ease with which Hoyer'’s 
young acquaintances stole automo- 
biles. 

Didn’t Want Babbling. 


“He said he would like to get an 
,;} automobile but he didn’t want 
some kid blabbling about who it 
was for,” Hoyer related. “He 
didn’t say he wanted me to get 
one for him but he intimated that 
was what he wanted. When Mc- 
Mahon told me he had a car I told 
him to bring it down to the Fed- 
eral Building 

Hoyer testified that he and Mce- 
Mahon met Anthony in a Federal 
Building washroom and told him 
they had a stolen car. Anthony, 
he said, accompanied them to the 
street, inspected the machine and 
offered $150. No agreement was 
reached, he went on, and McMa- 
hon drove the car away, placing 
it in a garage: on Lexington ave- 
nue and giving the keys to Hoyer. 

“About a week later, Anthony 
came to my house and said he was 
ready to take the machine,” Hoyer 
said. “I gave him the keys and 
asked him, ‘Did you pay Mac? 
He gaid, ‘Oh, the hell with Mac,’ 
and went away.” 

Oar Had Been Repainted. 

Arnold Guyot, 1120 Terrace drive, 
St. Louis County, testified that 
when the car was recovered sev- 
eral weeks later in a garage at 
Fulton, Mo., it had been repainted 
but was recognizable by its engine 
number and various markings. 

Following Anthony’s arrest he 
was suspended by Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator Dillon, who said Hoyer 
was not an employe of the prohibi- 
tion office. Hoyer, jointly charged 
with Anthony, denied yesterday 
that he had been promiged immu- 
nity for his testimony.

Harm Done by Drys. 

Obviously alluding to speakers 
for the Anti-Saloon League and 
similar organizations, the commis- 
sion declares that efforts to put 
the prohibition law on a plane 
above others laws, and assumptions 
that constitutional guarantees muét 
yield to the exigencies of enforcing 
it, did much harm by arousing 
public opinion against the law. 

The report states: “Some advo- 
cates of the law have constantly 
orged and are still urging disre- 
gard or abrogation of the guaran- 
ties of liberty and of sanctity of 
the home—which have been 
deemed fundamental in our policy. 
In some states concurrent state 
enforcement made an especially 
bad start with respect to searches 
and seizures, undercover men, spies 
and informers. 

“High-handed methods, shoot- 
ings and killings, even where jus- 
tified, alienated thoughtful citizens, 
believers in law and order. Un- 
fortunate public expressions by ad- 
vocates of the law, approving kill- 
ings and promiscuous shootings 
and lawless raids and seizures, and 
deprecating the constitutional guar- 
anties involved, aggrevated this de- 
fect. Pressure for lawless enforce- 
ment, encouragement of bad meth- 
ods and agencies of obtaining evi- 
dence, and crude methods of inves- 
tigation and seizure on the part of 
incompetent or badly chosen agents 
Started a current of adverse opin- 
fon In many parts of the land.” 

Political influence, changes in the 
law, failure to appreciate the mag- 
nitude of the task of enforcement, 
the absence of an adequate tech- 
nique, and Jack of co-ordination 
between the various agencies en- 
gaged in enforcement, were named 
among the factors that got prohi- 
bition off on the wrong foot. 

_ Emphasis on Public Opinion. 

But among al] the elements 
which militate against effective en- 
forcement, the commission ap- 
parently places the most emphasis 
on public opinion. 

It declares that “the state of pub- 
He opinion, certainly in many parts 
of the country, presents a serious 
obstacle to the observance and en- 
forcement of the national prohibi- 
tion laws,” and declares that ad- 
verse public opinion “cannot be 
coerced by any measures of en- 
forcement that are tolerable,”’ un- 
der American policy. 

Recognizing that the demand for 
prohibition grew out of the tem- 
perance movement, the commission 
points out that many advocates of 
temperance remain, and are funda- 
mentally opposed to the principle of 
prohibition. Many of them, it adds, 
are people who observe and respect 
the present law, but nevertheless it 
has been “‘to a constantly increas- 
ing degree C Drived of that support 
in public opinion which is essential 
for its general observance or ef- 
fective enforc..ient.” 

The commission makes the some- 
what startling announcement that 
the Federal Government, on its 
own motion, seems to have adopt- 
ed a policy of dividing enforcement

reserving 
~ Iself only the field of “interstate 


combination and commercial man- 
ufactpre.” It acknowledges that 
such a surrrender of jurisdiction is 
“a departure from the program of 
the eighteenth amendment.” 

Of course, such a policy, if it has 
actually been adopted, is a long 


in step toward the plan for furnish- 


ing national enforcement to states 
that want it, and withdrawing all 
but nominal enforcement in states 
where prohibition is unpopular. 
Such outstanding wets as Al Smith 
and Clarence Darrow have con- 
tended that the Government. 
eventually must come to such an 


Volstead Definition Faulty. 
The commission bluntly stat 
that the Volstead definition of an 
intoxicating beverage as one con- 
taining not more than one-half of 
1 per cent alcohol, is “much below 
what is intoxicating in truth and 
in fact,” and says it was felt to be 
“arbitrary and unnecessary.” In 
addition, it says residents of the 
larger cities feel that an attempt 
is being made to make them mold 
their conduct to “provincial con- 
ceptions’”—in other words, td small 

town ideas of propriety. 

The widespread impression that 
“prohibition is only for the poor’ 
is responsible for much resentment 
against the law, the commission- 
ers assert. They concede that the 
spectacle of a wealthy employer, 
possessing a splendid cellar, en- 
joining abstinence upon his em- 
ployes and thus driving them to 
poor or poisonous Hiquor, is not 
calculated to soothe them. 

Furthermore, it states that the 
conduct of the Government in col- 
lecting income taxes from opulent 
bootleggers has impressed many 
citizens as “legal recognition and 
even licensing of the business,” 

Strain on the Courts. 

The strain imposed on the courts 
and on prosecutors by pfohibition 
are cited as among the obstacles 
to enforcement, and it is admitted 
that “lawyers everywhere deplore, 
as one of the most serious effects 
of prohibition, the change in the 
general attitude toward the Fed- 
eral Courts. Instead of being im- 
pressive tribunals of superior juris- 
diction, they have had to do the 
work of police courts.” 
Prosecutors have been no 
affected, the report states. 

The commission does not mince 
words in dealing with that provi- 
sion of the Volstead act which ex- 
empts “fruit juices’ from the other 
provisions of the law ang has thus 
made possible such “home-mate 
wine” enterprises as the one now 
represented by Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt and sponsored by the 
Federal Farm Board. It describes 
this provision as “an invitation to 
evasion and hypocrisy,” and sar- 
castically adds: 

“Why home wine-making should 
be lawful while home-brewing of 
beer and home-distilling of spirits 
is not—why it should be a penal 
offense to make wine commercially 
for use in homes, and not a penal 
offense to make in huge quantities 
the material for wine-making and 
set up an elaborate selling cam- 
paign for disposing of them—+is not 
apparent.” 

“Virtual” Local Option Now. 

Reverting under the caption 
“nullification” to the acknowledged 
fact that Federal enforcement is 
impossible without co-operation 
from the states the commission 
again makes the following startling 
confession: 

“As things are at present there 
is virtual local option.”’

away from the idea of a Federal 
police force, remarking that “the 
political possibilities of such a 
force, reaching into every, commu- 
nity, are disquieting.” 

It sees the necessity of more en- 
forcement agents, In fact, it states 
that the addition of 600, requested 
by Prohibition Commisioner 
Woodcock and contemplated in 
pending legislation “assumes prac- 
tical Federal abdication of a large 
part of Federal jurisdiction, and 
Federal acquiescence in state ndl- 
lification.” 

The commission concludes there 
should be 60 per cent more agen 
60 per cent more storekee - 
gaugers, that the number of pro- 
hibition investigators and special 
agents should be doubled, that 
there should be a proportionate in- 
crease in the Customs Bureau, and 
that the number of assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys shovld be in- 
creased. 

To put it another way, the com- 
mission believes that anything less 
than virtually doubling the present 
force can only result in ‘‘state nul- 
lification.” It is @ large order to 
place before an administration al]- 


large Treasury deficit and confront- 
ed with increasing demands for 
drouth and unemployment relief. 

With respect to “putting teeth 
in” existing laws, the commission 
distilays conspicuous restraint. It 
does not believe that the laws re- 
lating to search and seizure should 
be strengthened. On the contrary, 
it finds that much “irritation and 
resentment” has resuited from ac~- 
tion under existing law. Concern- 
ing proposals to make the buyer 
equally guilty with the seller, it ad- 
mits this would be the logical poli- 
cy under the eighteenth amend- 
ment, but it finds compelling “‘prac- 
tical arguments” against it, and 
declares that a majority of the 
commission is of the opinion that 
this would increase rather than re- 
duce the difficulties of enforce- 
ment. 

No Clear Economic Gain. 

Concerning the economic gains 
that have been attributed to pfohi- 
bition, the commission is not dog- 
matic. Although it recognizes that. 
production per man has increased 
since prohibition became law, it 
does not forget that shorter hours, 
better pay, more efficient machin- 
ery, improved management and 
new production methods also have 
been introduced. 

As to the decrease in industrial 
accidents, it stresses new safety de- 
vices, and says “nothing is clearly 
established.” 4 

The commission finds that stand- 
ards of living have improved gen- 
erally in the last decade, but it is 
not certain that these may be 
properly credited to prohibition, 
although it believes there has been 
“a gain.’”” On the other hand, in 
reviewing “social benefits,” it dis- 
covers a steady increase in divorce 
on the ground of drunkenness. 

At this state the report proceeds 
with a detailed descriztion of the 
systems of liquor control existing in 
Great Britain, Germany, Italy, Den- 
mark. Chile, Poland, Estonia, 
Russia and Sweden. It leaves no 
doubt that it was very favorably 
impressed with the Bratt system 
of regulation in force in Sweden, 


Conclusions of the Report. 


The main report of the entire 
commission concluded: 

“If there is to be revision of the 
eighteenth amendment, the follow. 
ing requirements should be met: 

1. The revision should be such 
as to do away with the absolute 
rigidity of the amendment as it 
stands. It should give scope for 
trying out further plans honest- 
ly with some margin for adjust- 
ment to loca] situations and the 
settled views of particular com.« 
munities. It should admit of dif- 
ferent modes or types of prohi« 
bition, or control, in different lo- 
calities in case Congress ap- 
proves. It should aim at keep- 
ing control in the nation, and 
committing details and initia- 
tive to the states. 

2. It should be such as to 
conserve the benefits of the pres- 
ent situation by national and 
state repression of saloons and 
epen drinking places, and yet 
permit, where demanded by pub- 
lic opinion, an honest, general 
or local control of manufacture 
or importation and distribution, 
consistent with the minimum de- 
mand which otherwise,. in very 
many localities at least, will tend 
to bring about a regime of nul- 
lification or defiance of law. 

3. It should allow of attempts 
by general or nationally approved 
local systems of control to do 
away with the enormous margin 
of profit which is at the bottom 
of widespread corruption and 
general lawlessness, 

4. It should allow of allaying 
the sources of resentment and

Her action ended a 
White River episode that cost the 
life of her father, Cicero Spence, 
and eventually resulted in the 
death of her mother, 

As Worls slumped to the floor, 
panic developed with women and 
children screaming and fighting to 
get out. Mrs. Eaton surrendered~ 
and was taken to the penitentiary 
at Little Rock. 

Worls was accused of wounding 
Spence and throwing him from a 
boat into the White River while 
still alive. Two other men and 
Mrs. Spence were in the boat. The 
killing occurred in a remote sec- 
tion of the White River country, 
and it took officers several days to 
reach the scene and return with 
Worls and Mrs, Spence, who, offi- 
cers said, had been beaten. She 
died two weeks ago in a Memphis 
hospital. 

“I’m not sorry for it and I'd do 
it again,” was Mrs. Eaton's com- 
ment. “I wag afraid that jury was 
going to free him. Worls asserted 
he killed my father in self-defenee, 
but I shot him down like he did 
my father—in the back, or at least 
from hehind. 

“IT stepped out to the railing and 
pointed the pistol right at him and 
pulled the trigger. He fell out of 
his chair to the floor. He never 
said a word. Everybody seemed to 
have hurried out of the courtroom 
and I found myself alone. 

“Finally a deputy came up and 
I handed him my gun.”

$54,000 IS SHOWN 
IN STATE AUDIT

this was extended to cover the four 
years of Stephens’ administration 
as State Treasurer. 

The Governor said today the 
audit had been completed only as 
to interest due the State, and that 
the investigtion would require at 
least 90 days more, to check 
amounts not accounted for on the 
Treasurer’s records during 1925. 
1928 and to inquire into other sus- 
pected irregularities. 

Of the $34.674 dve in interest 
from banks during 1925-1928, 
aside from the $10,581 remitted 
but unaccounted for, $19,393 rep- 
resents interest never paid on State 
deposits in the Bank of Aurora, as 
was disclosed last November. 

Of this $19,393 in interest, $14,- 
667 was declared due on a special 
liquidation account for the defunct 
Holland Banking Co. of Spring- 
field, which Stephens had deposit- 
ed in the Bank of Aurora. No in- 
terest was paid on this account. 
Stephens later said he had an un- 
derstanding with E. R. Adama, 
president of the Bank of Aurora, 
that no interest was to be paid on 
the liquidation account, in return 
for Adams’ services in collecting 
on the Holland collateral, under an 
appointment by Stephens. The ac- 
countants declared that under the 
depository law, interest should 
have been paid on this account. 

Another $2989 in interest was 
declared due on a second account 
opened in the bank for the Holland 
liquidation, under like circum- 
stances. 

The accountants also reported 
that $1786 in interest due the State 
had been withheld by the Bank of 
Aurora, during the period of 1925- 
1928, through the bank remitting 
interest monthly at the rate of 2.75 
per cent a year when the contract 
required payment of an interest 
rate of 2.98 per cent. 

The Governor said that, since 
the audit got under way, various 
banks had paid $3425 of the inter- 
est due for 1925-1928 and $1602 of 
the interest due since Jan. 1, 1929.

The relative softness of St. Louis 
water as it will' be made is ex- 
pressed in the term of 60 parts of 
hardness per 1,000,000, which Day 
said was comparable to the soft 
water of the Great Lakes. The 
present degree is on an average of 
90 parts per 1,000,000. Lime, of 
prime importance as a purifying 
agent, also acts as the softener, but 
its use in sufficient quantities for 
softening results in doubling the 
cost of liming operation, . 
At the new Howard's Bend wa- 
terworks on the Missouri River it 
would be possible, through the ef- 
ficient methods usable there, to 
achieve the additional softening 
now without increasing the cost, 
Day said. However, he does not 
believe it would be proper to do 
this until the Chain of Rocks plant 
on the Mississippi River can pro- 
duce equally soft water. That will 
not be possible until the cost of 
carrying and retiring water bonds 
becomes smaller, three years 
hence, leaving more funds avail- 
able for improvements, 
In the meantime, Day related, 
efforts will be made to increase 
the efficiency of the Chain of 
Rocks plant in order to make pos- 
sible an increase in the use of lime 
without swelling the total produc- 
tion cost. As a méans to this end, 
Day intends to spend $10,000 in the 
fiscal year beginning next April for 
a study of methods. This will be 
done by building a complete minia- 
ture waterworks on the lawn noarth 
of the filter plant at Chain of 
Rocks. Three months may be re- 
quired for constructing it, and then 
it may be torn down repeatedly in 
the course of the inquiry. 

If an engineer at Chain of Rocks, 
engaged in pumping raw Mississip- 
pi water, becomes thirsty and turns 
on a tap, he draws a giass of puri- 
fied Missouri River water. The 
entire northern tip of the city 
around Chain of Rocks as well as 
the large area lying generally west 
of Grand boulevard is being sup- 
plied in winter from the Héward’s 
Bend plant. 

The rest of the city is served 
from the Bissell’s Point pumping 
station, which takes the output of 
Chain of Rocks. During the win- 
ter the Baden pumping _§ station, 
which formerly supplied the west- 
ern and northern sections with. 
Chain of Rocks water, is closed. 
This is a measure of efficiency and 
economy made possible for the 
second season now by the timely 
completion of the new plant. Fires 
are banked st Baden and a skele- 
ton crew is on duty always to start 
pumping there in event of emer- 
gency. Should the. temperature 
drop to 10 degrees above zero or

DECLINE. GENERAL 


Industries Most Affected 
Are Building, Automobile 
apd Steel Manufacture 
and Railroads. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.-—— Fur- 
ther decline in eutput and empiloy- 
ment in most manufacturing indus- 
tries and in whelesale prices of 
important commodities during Ne- 
vember and December of last year 
is reported by the Federal Reserve 
Board in its monthly review. 
Preliminary statistics fer the 
year, the review said, showed there 
had been 1326 bank suspensions in 
1930, as compared with 642 in 1929 
and 491 in 19238. Of the suspended 
banks, 138 reopened. The sus- 
pended institutions had deposits of 
$903,954,000, while the reopened 
banks had deposits of $54,¢€73,00@. 
The failures in 1930 brought the 
total for the last 10 years te 6963. 
“Businesa activity, which began 


preceding year and a half, con- 
tinued toe decline at a rapid rate 
during the last half of 1930, fol- 
lowing a brief recovery in the 
spring,” the review said.

Sharp Drop in Employment. 

Turning to employment, the 
board said it had declined  sub- 
stantially in the last 18 months. 
“Manufacturing industries, which 
8,600,000 
wage earners in June, 1929, when 
industrial activity Was at its height, 
had laid off about 1,100,000 wor k- 
ers by June, 1930; and by mid- 
November, the latest date for 
which comprehensive data are 
available, another 600,000 had been 
laid off, partly in response to sea- 
sonal inflyences. 

“Allowing for the usual seasonal 
changes, it is estimated that the de- 
cline In number of wage earners in 
factories during this: period was 
approximately 22 per cent, a rela- 
tively less severe decline than in 
the depression of 1920-21. Total 
payrolls for manufacturing indus- 
tries have shown a decline of near- 
ly one-third since June, 1929. In 
aggregate, factory wage payments 
amounted to about $970,000,000 in 
the month af June, 1929, and by 
November, 1930, they had been re- 
duced by approximately $300,000,- 
000. 

“In this same period, railroads 
laid off about 280,000 workefs, 
while employment at coal mines, 
which was smaller in the summer | 
of 1930 than in 1929, subsequently 
showed a seasonal increase." 

International Trade. 

The board said internationa 
trade had declined in value reflect- 
ing both the influence of declines 
in prices and a reduced demand by 
consumers, while profits of Ameri< 
cah corporations were estimated te 
be 30 to 40 per cent less than for 
the preceding years. In the first) 
three quarters of 1930, it contim- 
ued, those profits have been 35 per 
cent smaller. Reduction in earn- 
ings of industrial workers and in 
farmers’ income, the review contin- 
ued, was reflected in decreased 
volume of. retail sales to consum- 
ers. Prior to the holidays depart- 
ment store sales, it said, dropped 
14 per cent.

But the Bagnell project, estimat- 
ed to cost some $33,000,000, is not 
the only obstacle to lower rates. 
The company is stoutly resisting 
the valuation figures assigned to 
its property in the audit by the 
Commission's. accountants and in 
the testimony of the city’s engi- 
neering experts, which if sustained 
by the Commission apparently 
would justify a material reduction. 
On thé question of property value 
the compahy is expécted to present 
a mass of testimony as the hearing 
progresses this week. In the pres- 
ent hearing the Commission is 
concerned with determing whether 
the evidence is sufficient to justify 
a rate reduction, The city contends 
rates should be lowered 25 per 
cent, amounting to $1,000,000 a 
year.

Further along Boyles brought 
out that when a utility obtains a 
considerable part of its capital 
from bonds and preferred stocks 
at rates lower than the rate of re- 
turn received on the whole prop- 


erty value, the excess goes to the 
common stock, often giving it a 
high dividend rate. 

Theodore Rassieur, counsel for 
Union Electric, brought out that an 
abnormally low rate of return may 
adversely affect the market status 
of common stock.

ROME, Jan. 20.—Italy’s birth 
raie showed a slight increase in 
1930, being 26 per 1000 compared 
with 25.2 in 1929, census statistics 
made public today showed. The 
actual number of births was 1,085,- 
163, or 44,768 more than in the pre- 
ceding year. The death rate in 1930 
fell from 16.1 per 1000'in 1929 to 
13.7. Births exceeded deaths by

OF STAGE REVOLUTION 


Whole Américan Attitude To- 
ward Drama Has Changed 
in 20 Years. 


The rising generation has its 
sentiments and sentimentality no | 
less than the Victorian, George 
Pierce Baker, head of the Yale de- 
partment of the drama, remarked 
in his Junior League lecture here 
yesterday. It is merely a differ- 
ent kind of sentimentality, he ex- 


plained, worn no longer with a coy. 
flourish. 

Tracing the course of drama in 
this century, the former teacher of 
the famous “ Workshop” at Har- 
vard recalled days when “The Sec- 
ond Mrs. Tanqueray” was shock- 
ing and impressive, before the 
northern blast of Ibsen had cleared 
away the rosy mists of theatrical- 
ism both in plays and in. their un- 
derlying. morals. ; 

Even then, however, Pinero was 
attempting to put credible human 
beings o nthe stdge, and, Prof. Ba- 
ker related, Henry Arthur Jones) 
writing of Ibsen, ventured to de-' 
clare that inward spiritual situa- 
tions were more poignant and 
striking than superficial physical 
situations. There, he said, begun 
a tendency in the English drama to 
make the stage reflect things as 
they are, supplanting a tradition of 
remaking life for the purposes of 
stage presentation. 

American plays, once so untrue to 
American life that they mystified 
Europeans, had become mirrors of 
American life from many points of 
view.

Touching on dif- 
ficulties of the stage due to inabil- 
ity to compete with Hollywood sal- 
aries for actors, he said the stage 
was sure to survive so long as 
generations of students like those in 
his “Workshop” were choosing the 
drama for their career—‘and it is 
clear that most of them don’t want 
to go into the movies.”

New York Woman Alleges Late 
Millionaire Agreed to Set - 
Up Fund for Child. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Mrs 
Evelyn Bell, who lives in Jackson 
Heights, Queens, brought suit yes- 
terday in the Supreme Court 
against the estate of Joseph F. 
Moran, président of the Atlantic 
Basin Iron Works and millionaire 
sportsman, to recover $250,000 in 
behalf of a 14-year-old child named 
Pegsy Moran. 

Mra. Bell alleges she is the 
mother of the child, whose father 
was Moran, According to her 
complaint tRe child was born at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Nov. 23, 1916. 
'The parentage of the child was 
concealed at the time, it is alleged, 
her name being. given as Peggy 
Smith. 

Oral Agreement Alleged. 

Early. last year,’ Mrs. Bell al- 
leges, Moran made an oral agree- 
ment to set up a fund of $250,000 
for the maintenance and educa- 
tion of the child, but failed to do 
80, No mention of the girl was 
made in his will, which  be- 
queathed $65,006 to warious char- 
ities after providing that the bulk 
of the estate should go to his wife, 
Mrs. Adeline Stillwell Moran. 

Affidavits filed for the estate 
declared that the widow and other 
legal representatives of Moran 
have no knowledge of any associad- 
‘tion whatever between him and 
Mrs. Bell. She is not really the 
mother of the child, but adopted 
Peggy two years after her birth, 
affidavits filed for the estate al- 
leged. 

Affidavits by Moran Estate. 


These affidavits stated that the 
child was born in the Frances 
Willard Home at Chattanooga, the 
child of Ernest and Amanda Smith, 
and was named Ernestibe Smith. 
The child was put in the Florence 
Crittenton Home at Chattanooga 
by her parents, the estate alleges, 
and was adopted by Mrs. Bell in 
March, 1919. 

Moran died Oct. 21, 1929. Sev- 
eral years before his death he sold 
the Jersey City baseball club of 
the International League, which 
he long owned, to former City 
Clerk John M. Morris and former 
Fire Commissioner Patrick J. Don- 
nélly ef Jersey City, who recently 
sold it to other interests.

It was no place for kid 
gloves and toppers, yet some ar- 
rived so garbed. What cared they.

to the Judiciary Committee, and 
that he could not with dignity ac- 
cept any other chairmanship. 

Casey and Buford Decline. 

Shortly after the committees 
were announced by Haymes, Casey, 
speaking to a question of personal 
privilege from the floor, said he 
would not accept the chairmanship.

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HEN one considers that there are, in St. Louis several 
thousand women engaged in department store selling 
and that many more. are entering this field every 
year on to wonder: . 

“How do the chances of advancement and success in 
retail selling compare with those offered by other occupa- 
tions?” 

Miss Ethel Paren England, head of the Education De- 
partment of one of the city’s largest stores, gives her 
opinion of this question—an opinien based on 12 years 
department store experience. | : 

“In department ne geen Miss England says, “as 
in almost every other field of endeavor, it is a question 
of the survival of the fittest. In a large organization the 
number of executive positions ig naturally greater than in 
a smaller organization but, on the other hand, the com- 
petition also increases in direct proportion. For this rea- 
gon one cannot truthfully say that any one type of work 
offers the greatest opportunities.” i 

“But,” we suggested, “in an organization like the one 
with which you are affiliated, employing more than 2000 
saleswomen, how is it possible to give each one an op- 
portunity to show what she can do?” 


ISS ENGLAND smiled. “I can imagine,” she said, 

“that this would seem to the outsider to be a huge 

task, but difficult as it may seem, we are able to keep 
tabs on the activities of practically every one of our sales 
force. How? In the first place through our research de- 
partment. This department is made up of women whose 
sole duty it is to ‘shop’—meanwhile noting various things 
about the salesperson who waits on them. As soon as 
they have finished their ‘shopping’ they fill out an infor- 
mation blank about each salesperson with whom they 
came in contact. Among the details listed on this blank 
are appearance, greeting, grammar. selling effort, knowl- 
edge of merchandise, promptness of service, and general 
opinion of the quality of service given. ‘The object of this 
department is not to find out those workers who are shirk- 
ing their jobs in order to punish them, but to discover 
those who are worthy of advancement and to help those 
who are not doing as well as they might. 

“Each employe on whom a report is made, is called 
in for a conference. Often, at these conferences, we discov- 
er that the employe is not properly placed and she is then 
moved to’another department, Or, perhaps; she is using 
the wrong sales talk which accounts for the fact that her 
sales are not what they should be. The new idea in de- 
partment stores today is to train people and promote them, 
not to dismiss them. 

“Then, too, there are other ways in which we learn 
to know our fellow workers. The heads of the different 
departments coming in contact with their sales people 
daily, naturally form some opinion of them and submit 
these reports to us, Moreover, in the classes which all 
hew employes are compelled to attend, the teachers get 
@ fairly good idea of the outstanding personalities. These 
are only a few of the ways in which we get to know each 
member of our huge store family.

These 
girls are sent from one yore ob a to another and are 
specially trained to take impo t positions as soon as 
there is an opening for them, Sometimes they are in the 
group as long as a before an opportunity arises but 
in this way we fill our executive positions with our own 
girls instead of bringing in outsiders.” 
Asked why certain girls were eligible for this group 
Miss England explained that it was because they possessed 
the qualities which are natural attributes of every success- 


ful retail sileswoman. These qualities, according to Miss . 


England, are personality, the ability to.get along with 
others, sincerity, initiative, and salesmanship. This last 
quality depends on two things—a knowledge of what one 
is selling and a knowledge of the customer. “And each of 
these qualities,” Miss England added, “can be acquired.” 

“Personality, too, can be developed by confidente and 


' *knowledge. Time after time I have seen a timid sales- 


woman develop poise and self-possession by watching oth- 
er people, studying until they know all about the product 
they are selling and slowly acquiring confidence in their 
ability.” . 

_“Are college graduates given the preference in form- 
ing the executive training group?” we asked. 

“No, indeed,” came the prompt reply, “the amount of 
education does not count providing that the other quali- 
ties which I have previously mentioned ere all there. We 
find that, for the most part, college graduates are prone 
to rest upon their laurels and are often left behind by 
girls with less education but more initiative.’’
